Civil-Service Commissioner Thoman bas ten- 
dered his resignation, and it has been acoepted 
by the President, to take effect Nov. 1. The 
tollowing is the correspondence: 


UNITED STATES CIVIL-SERVICE COMMISSION, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 20. 1886.—Sir: Respect- 
fully referring to a conversation had with you as 
early as March 10, in which I expressed the wish to 
de relieved of my duties as a member of the United 
States Civil-Service Commission. and also to the 
apparent fact that it was not then your pleasure to 
consider my request, I have now the honor to 
tender formally my resignation, and earnestiy to 
beg an early consideration of the same and its ac- 
ceptance. 

While thus asking release from so honorable a 
trust, I desire to record my gratification over the 
proved practicability and remedial effectiveness of 
the reform procedure. Tried veterans in political 
warfare view with amazement the facile though 
radical departure from the familiar methods of the 
spoils system ot disbursing patronage. Strenuous 
and sincere argument and also deliberate perver- 
sion mark the opposition of different groups of 
antagonists, and yet it must be concluded that a 
majority of the political leaders in either party is 
in accord with the Pendleton law, it its original 
enactment and emphatic indorsement by a subse- 
quentCongress were honest legislative expressions, 
and not the coercion of moral cowardice by popu- 
lar sentiment nor partisan legerdemain.

IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 

In the Supreme Court of the United States 

today Mr. Justice Blatchford announced the 

decision of the court in the case in error from 


the Cireuit Court, Southern District of New 


York, brought by G. de Rosset Lamar, execu- 


tor of Gazaway B. Lamar, deceased,

| Ury. The petition was originally brought in 


the Supreme Court of the State of New York 
in September, 1873, and was removed 
into the Circuit Court . of the United 
States by the defendant. The declaration 
was framed to recover $150,280 as the value of 
578 bales of cotton known as the Thomas ville 
cotton and 6110, 760 as the value of 426 other 
bales of outton known as the Fiorida cotton. 
The suit was afterwards discontinued as to the 
Thomasville¢ottos. The cotton in question 
was seized in 1865 by special agents of the 
Treasury Department as captured” or aba 
doned property, shipped to New York, and 
sold. According to the Benge: of the special 
agent it was owned by the Exporting & Im- 
porting Company of Georgia, Presidents, G. B. 
Lamar, a company engaged in the sole busi- 


ness of blockade-runnm and holdmg said’ 


property for the purpose of . and abetting 
the Rebellion.“ 
The court quotes the acts of March 12, 1868, 


authorizifig the Secretary of the Treasury to | 


appoint spectal agents to receive and collect all 
abandoned or captured property in the States 
then in insurrection, and giving. authority to 
any person claiming to have been the owner of 
any such captured or abandoned property to 
prefer bis claim to the proceeds thereof in the 
Court of Claims at any time within two years 
after the suppression of the Rebellion. It also 
quotes from the act of July 17, 1867, declarizg 
it to have deen the true intent and meaning of 
the act of March 12, 1863, that the remedy 
given in cases of seizure made under said act 
by preferring ciaims in the Court of Claims 
should be exclusive, preciuding the owner of 
any property taken by agents of the Treasury 
Department in virtue of the said act from suit 
at common law or any other mode of redress 
whatever before any court or tribunal other 
than said Court of Ciams. The court 
says that it is manifest that the act 
of July 17, 1867, was intended to 
cover and does cover a case like the present. 
Whatever doubt there might have been before 
the act was passed, there could be none now. 
**Even thougif the property taken was private 


| property, if it was taken by an officer or an 


agent of the United States under a claim that 
it was abandoned or captured property, in the 
administration of the act of March, 18638, or in 
virtue thereof, the jurisdiction of every court 
bat the Court of Claims in respect to every 
mode of redress is taken away when it is 
pleaded or alleged in defense that the property 
was taken by the defendant as such officer or 
agent in the administration of the law or under 
virtue of color thereof, and that fact 1s sus- 
tained by the proof.“ 

The Circuit Court bad instructed the jury to 
nud a verdict for the defendant, and this judg- 
ment the Supreme Court affirms. 

OTHER OPINIONS. 

Mr. Justice Gray announced the decision of 
the court in the case of Oliver B. Filley, piuintiff 
in error, against J. Pope and James E. Pope. 
Fill ey contracted with the Popes for the pur- 
chase of 500 tons of pig-iron “ at $26 per ton 
cash, in bond at New Orleans; shipment 
from Glasgow as soon as possible; de- 
livery and sale subject to ocean risks.”

souri instructed the jury that the provision of 

the contract that the iron was to be shipped 


from Glasgow was not a materia! provision of ) 


the contract eo far as this controversy was 
concerned, and a verdict and judgment were 
rendered for the plaintiffs. 


The Supreme Court bolds that it bas neither 


the means nor the right to determine why the 
parties In this contract specified “shipment 
from Glasgow.“ but is bound to give effect to 
the terms which the parties have chosen for 
themselves. The judgment of the Circuit 
Court is therefore reversed, and the case is re- 
manded, with directions to order a new trial. 

Mr. Justice Gray also announced the de- 
cision in the case of Norrington & Co. of Great 
Britain, plaintiffs in error, against Pe- 
ter Wright & Sons or Philadelphia. 
The latter contracted to purchase 5,000 tons 
of iron rails, to be delivered at the rate of 
about 1,000 tons a month. The deliveries some 
months were greatly below and in others in ex- 


cess Of 1,000 tons, in consequence of which the- 


Philadelphia firm declined to accept certain of 
the shipments. The matter having been 
brought to trial in the Circuit Court of the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania, judgment 
was rendered for the defendants, The Su- 
preme Court, review the subject, is of the 
opinion that plaintiffs’ failure to make such 
shipment in February or March as the con - 


tract required prevents their maintaining this.

JUST ESCAPED LYNCHING, 


AN INDIANA MURDERER NARROWLY 8 
CAPES HANGING AT THE HANDS OF A MOB 
SAFE AT LAST. 

Teree Havre, Ind., Oct. 26.— Special. 
John Hennings, who shot and killed Mrs. Lot- 
tie Vollmer at Rockville Saturday’ night be- 
cause she would not marry him, was brought 
here tonight to keep him from being lynched. 
After he shot Mrs. Volimer he hid in a field. 
There he was found by an excited crowd, and 
only landed safely in the Jail after much oppo- 
sition. Yesterday evening several wagon- 
loads of men came into town from 
the south and west. Their teams 
were subsequently concealed, and the men 
scattered. As soon as it became dark squads 
of men could be seen darting through alleys. 
gathering on street corners, and, in several 
instances, cleaning revolvers. <A secret meet- 
ing was beld, and the unanimous determina- 


‘tion was expressed to demand the surrender 
of Hennings by the Sheriff, and endeavor to se- 


cure the prisoner without resorting to extreme 
measures, and, if this failed,.to batter down 
the doors of the Jail, take the man, and bang 
him. Through some unkhown means Sheriff 
Musser received information of the intended 
movement, and a strong !orce of extra guards 
was assigved to duty at the jail. 
At 12:30 o’clock this morning Hennings 
was driven to Brazil, the intention to bring 
him here being thwarted by information that 
the party would be intercepted on the road. 
Ail day Park County (Rockville) men arrived 
in Brazil, and the Sberi of Clay County be- 
came alarmed, as his jail was not 
sate. He secretly made arrangements 
with the Vandalia Road officiais 
and the evening train was stopped outside of 


town, the Sheriff and his prisoner boarding the 
baggage-car. At 7 o'clock this evening Hen- 
nings, nearer dead than alive, was ianded in 
our jaii. He pleads that he was drunk when 
he shot the woman. He says he is willing to 
hang for it. While bemg taken to Brazil a 
shot fired from the carriage tended to check 
the crowd in its pursuit.

The increase in the 
number of precincts, moreover, has, generally 
speaking, made it easier for a man who wants 
to register. He does nut bave as far to go to 
reach the register and 1s less apt to 
find a crowd mere. will take but a few 
minutes this morning to attend to this, and 
every body who wants to cast a vote in favor of 
the new Election law. as ali decent men cer- 
tainly do, should not fail to see that his name 
is on the books. The registration thus far 
has been quite light--lighter even than 
is usual the first day of i registra- 
tion. This was due in part to the 
lack of public interest, and in part also to the 
failure to copy as extensively as usual from 
the old books.

The worst case of wantine to get 
off is that of Frederick Goetz, the Nertu Side 
candidate for Commissioner. After his nomi- 
nation last week he told bis friends he would 
give $500 to be let off the ticket, as his business 
would not allow him to mingle in politics as a 
member ot the County Board. Then be con- 
cluded to get off. He sat down and wrote a 
letter to the Democratic Campaign Committee, 
in which, after expressing the customary thanks 
for the honor, regrets that he couldn't 
accept it, etc., he positively and specifically 
deciined the nominauon. The cause be gave 
was the necessity of giving his time to his own 
business. He showed the letter to some 
friends, who approved his course, ana, placing 
it in the hands of Harry Rubens, leit for Pitts- 
burg oa dusiness.“ That Mr. Goetz bad 
written such a letter was known to numerous 
North Side Germans, and when they inquired 
about it yesterday the reply was made that no 
suck letter was in the possession o. 


tountain of information on the subject. The 
Democrats propose to keep Mr. Goetz on the 
ticket, decline he never 80 strenuonsly.

Waller, ex-Superintendent of 
Public Works, shall be named. The opposing 
faction, which seems to be the strongest, 
is against Waller largely because he is the 
nominee of Harrison, also because be id not a 
German but a Kentuckian. They insist that a 
German shall take Goetz's place if Goetz gets 
off the ticket. Among the Germans mentioned 
are Bernard J. Niebling, William Voght, d 
Christian Temple. If Fortune should retife J.

RHEINWALD’S ALLEGED RECORD IN THE . 


COUNTY BOARD. 
Chicago News: John Rheinwald, who was 
nominated for County Commissioner by the 
Repubiican Convention, is the keeper of a 
saloon on Larrabee street, near North avenue, 
and not a grocer, as bas been erroneously 
stated. He was a member of the so:1d Repub- 


lican County Board of 1879-81. which contsined. 


a “gang’’ fully eguai in unscrupulousness 
and the number and frequency of its raids 
upon the money of the taxpayers tb the Demo- 
cratic *“*gang’’ now in control. The records 
of the proceedings of the board from 1879 to 
December, 1882, fail to show that Rheinwald 
was particularly solicitous about the welfare 
of the taxpayers. In the first caucus of the 
members of the board, in which he, as well 38 
other members, almost in Variably voted against 
every measure of reform and economy, he 
proclaimed that he was elected as a 
representative of the taxpayers. The frst 
bl that came before the board was P. J. 
Sexton's claim of $74,646 for extras on the 
court-bouse stonework, and Rheinwald voied 
to allow it. The county subsistence contracts 
came up next, and the newspapers charged at

contract was awarded tu Bipper after a hard 
fight, the gang voting solidly for it. 

There was a memorabie battle between the 
corruptionists and their agents and the honest 
members of the board over th bid for vault 
fittings. There were two sets of bids received, 
of the first Edward D. Swiney's being the 
lowest. Two members of the Committee on 
Buildings signed in favor of Swiney, but Dave 
Ciark raised the issue that Swiney was not re- 
sponsible, although the latter agreed to furnish 
a good bond for any amount. The cottract 
was let to J. W. Norris for $23,365, altbourh

Andrews & Co. were allowed to slip in u bid 
after the first bids were opened, and this fact 
was used as a lever to overthrow all the first 
bids. * 5 

The second bids were: A. H. Andrews, 848. 
750: Bruschke & Ricke, $59,062; Albert M. Os- 
good, $89,697; Stoltz & Waltz, $62,084; R. T. 
Hambrook, $43,977; P. J. Sexton, $61.178; W. E. 
Frost Manutacturing Company, $84,981. Sexton 
and Stolz & Waltz were the favorites of the 
„gang.“ It was charged that the bid of the W. 
E. Frost Manufacturing Company was a blind 
for the other two, as this company was making 
desks and office furniture tor Sexton. The 
honest members of the board trfed to let the 
contract to Albert M. Oswood, but the gang”’ 
held solidly together and it went to A. H. An- 
drews & Co., Rheinwald voting for it. 

There was a similar fight over the coal con- 
tracts, which amount to many thousands of 
dollars every yeur. Bids were received twice, 
the first lot being rejected. The bid of J. D. 
Stone of $8.45 per ton was the lowest, and 
Reinwald, Clark, Farren, and Albright voted 
aguinst it every time. Inthe matter of the 
construction of a sewer from the Insane Asy- 
jum to the Chicago River the bid was let to 
McHugb and Keegan, two poor men living in 
Kheinwald’s ward. In opposition to this were

O'Neill afterward charwed ia the bourd-room 
that the job was put up by the “gang.” and 
that they signed a bond to fulfill their part of 
it. Rheinwald, who voted for Clark, kept up 
his record, as shown by the board ines.

But even their effrontery was not supposed 
to be equal to the task of setting up that 
because they suspect frauds have been com- 
mitted in certain quarters, therefore the bal- 
lot-boxes should be sealed permanently and 
no inquiry should be made as to who are the 
direct beneficiaries of those frauds nor what 
the true result of the election was. 


HEAVY PENALTIES FOR FRAUD AT 
THE COMING EL#HCTION. | 

Ballot-box stuffers and gang representa- 
tives may as well take notice that new and 
severe penalties are provided to secure.a fair 
vote on the new City Election law. All pre- 
vious penalties for trauds against the ballot 
will apply at the coming election, and in ad- 
dition some special ones of a stringent char- 
acter are provided in the act authorizing the 
submission of the law to the people. The 
vote on the new City Election law must be 
counted and canvassed according to the pro- 
visions of the act itself. Judges and clerks 
of election must understand that they will 
act under very strict regulations at the com- 
ing election, and that special penalties are 
provided for the punishment of fraud. 

After providing in detail for the count and 
returns of the vote on the adoption of the 
new law the act provides as follows: 


Any judge of election or clerk of election 
who shall wilifully neglect to perform any duly 
imposed on bim by thie article shall be deemed 
guilty of a felony, and, upon conviction, be 

in a penitentiary for not less than one 
year or more than three years. 


Hence it is a penitentiary offense not sim- 
ply to perpetrate a fraud but to neglect will- 
fully the performance of any duty required 
by the new law. The act provides further: 

Any judge ot eiection or clerk of eicction 
who shall willfully open, change, tear, mutt- 
late, lose, or vonceai, or wilfully cause or per- 
mitto be opened, changed, u, mutilated, 
lost, or concealed, any return of votes cast for 
or against this act, or any tally-sbeet of votes 
so’cast for or against such proposition after 
the same bas been sealed up and delivered to 
him to be carried and delivered to the officer of 
law required by this act to receive the same, 
shall be deemed guilty of a felony. and, upon con- 
viotion, sha.l be tmprisoned in a penitentiary for 
not less than three or more than five years. 

Another section of the act provides as fol- 
lows against the stealing or mutilating of 
ballots, returns, or tally-sheets: 


Any officer having possession of such returns, 
tallies, or ballots who shall steal, counsei, or 
assist in Stealing, or who shall change or muti- 
late any return or tally-shedt relating to such 
election, shall be deemed e«uilty of a felony, 
and, upon conviction, shall be imprisoned in the 
pentientiary not less than five or more than ten 
years. And any other person who shall steal, 
counsel, or assist in stealing, or who shall 
change, or mutilate, or counsel, or assist in 
changing or mutilating any return, ballot, or 
tally-sheet relating to such election, sball be 
deemed guilty of a felony, and, on conviction, 
shail be imprisoned in the penitentiary not less 
than five or more than ten years. 


Every one of these provisions applies to 
the count and canvass of the vote on the 
new Election law. The act provides for 
special watchers to be present at each poll in 
a position where they can plainly see and 
read each ballot,” and hence there will be no 
difficulty in detecting attempts at fraud on 
the part of the election judges or any one 
else, Every step necessary in making the 
count, canvass, and returns is descMbed, and 
the penalty for a willful failure of duty is 
imprisonment in the penitentiary. At the 
next election offenses against the ballot will 
be ranked as felonies, not as ‘‘ misdemeanors.” 
Let all ballot-box stuffers and false counters 
take notice that the vote and count on the 
submission of the new law come under these 
provisions. 3 


AVOIDANCE OF STRIKES. 

Up to a few years ago the strike was gen- 
erally regarded by workingmen as the only 
available measure of enforcing claims against 
their employers in cases of dispute between 
the two classes. Gradually, however, it has 
dawned upon the minds of the more intelli- 
gent among the workers that a strike is a 
remedy often much worse than the disease, 
and that it is a duty to themselves, not less 
than to the employing class, to refrain from 
it if possible. In England the method of ar- 
bitration is widely accepted by both as the 

best for the settlement of disputes, and the 
strike is much less frequent than it used to 
be. Still, the occurrence of such a strike as 
the one at Oldham, where 27,000 souls, or 
about one-sixth of the whole population, 
recently quit work, shows that they were not 
yet educated up to the philosophical method 
of dealing with the difficulty. 


Still, the English plan has worked so well 


in practice as to have attracted considerable 
attention on this side of the Atlantic, and 
one of the States—Ohio—enacted a law last 
winter to authorize the creation and to pro- 
vide for the operation of tribunals of volun- 
tary arbitration to adjust industrial disputes 
between employers and employed.“ As it 
appears to be a model law of its kind, and as 
itis probable that a similar law would be 
adopted in other States if attention were ade- 
quately called to the subject, we present the 
following synopsis of its principal provisions: 
Upon application to the Court of Common 
Pleas of a county by four employers and 
forty workmen, or by one employer of forty 
workmen together with the latter, the court 
shall issue a license for the establishment of 
a board of arbitration within the county for 
‘the trade represented by such applicants. 
The board is to consist of an equal number 


CHANGE OF VENUE FROM POLICE 
MAGISTRATES. 

In the conference held at the Mayor's of- 
fice Saturday afternoon between the Mayor, 
the police authorities, and a number of. the 
Justices, it was clearly shown that the fail- 
ure to abate the street-walking nuisance was 
in a great measure due to the leniency of the 
so-called change- of- venue Justices. The 
administration of the law in the police courts 


civilized community has ever been called 
upon to endure, Our law provides that any 
common vogrant, gambler, drunkard, or 
prostitute, on being brought before a regular 
Police Magistrate to answer for an offense 
which cannot be denied, has the privilege of 


she cannot have an impartial trial” before 
the Justice appointed by law to consider the 
case. Thereupon the defendant may have a 
peremptory change of venue to the nearest 
Justice of the Peace, not sitting.as a Police 
Magistrate, but ordinarily discharging civil 
business. The effect of this law isto encour- 
age the police-court shysters and their 
clients to take a change of venue in 
every instance when the culprit has suffi- 
cient money to make a change worth while. 
By carrying a large class of such business be- 
fore the nearest civil Justice, the shysters 
contribute largely to his revenue through the 
Kees and costs which he collects from each 
case. Consequently the more changes that 
are taken from the Police Magistrate the 
larger will be the income of the nearest civil 
Justice and the greater will be his induce- 
ment to encourage such changes, which he 
ean only do by inflicting inadequate fines. It 
is now a notorious fact that the ‘‘ change-of- 
venue civil Justices impose light fines upon 
offenders and make it an object to them to 
take changes of venue. The offender may 
be able to pay ten fines before a professional 
change-of-venue, non-law-enforcing civil 
magistrate more easily than he can pay one 
fine properly laid on by a Police Magistrate 
who punishes according to desert. 

The whole system is demoralizing and dis- 
graceful in the last degree. It ought not to 
be tolerated in this or any other community 
which has respect for itself or for the laws 
on the statute-books. We cannot under- 
stand why so absurd and injurious a provis- 
ion was ever inserted in our statutes unless 
its effect was peréeived beforehand by the 
shyster lawyers and they deliberately sought 
to nullify the laws and increase their own 
revenues and those of some of théir friends 
among the Justices, It will be impossible to 
administer the police affairs of the city prop- 
erly while the present practice continues. 
Mayor Harrison suggested that there was a 
possible remedy in the appointment of two 
Police Magistrates sitting in the same room, 
so that wlien a change of venue was taken 
from one it must of necessity go before the 
other, he being the nearest Justice. If the 
Mayor has the authority to make a change of 
this nature he ought to exercise it without 
further delay.. It is not a question for dis- 
cussion or procrastination, but for instant 
action. The wrongs that many decent people 
of Chicago have been compelled to endure 
in consequence of the nuisances growing 
up about them, tolerated by the police and 
not punished by the change-of-venue Jus- 
tices of the Peace, nor capable of being 
reached in any known manner by an action 
at law, are a disgrace to our Municipal Ad- 
ministration. The story which was told in 
one of the city prints last week of the in- 
sults, ignominy, personal humiliation, wrong, 
and pecuniary loss suffered by a worthy Ger- 
man citizen on the West Side in consequence 
of the free rein given to the prostitutes in 
his neighborhood and in adjoining houses 
ought to bring the blush of shame to the 
face of the Mayor and his Chief of Police. 
These evils notoriously exist in many parts 
of the city, and they are tolerated if not au- 
thorized by the police, while the change- 
of-venue” magistrates, by making the pun- 
ishments ridiculously light, practically with- 
draw the protection of the laws from the cit- 
izens even if the offenders are arrested and 
brought into court. We hope the Mayor will 
do his duty in this matter; and there will be 
the -less difficulty in the way of his doing it 
since he seems to perceive quite clearly what 
it is—an optical phenomenon in his case 
which has not been very frequent.

DEFENDING RAILROAD DISOCRIM- 
INATION. 

In their formal protest against the aboli- 
tion of the unjust car-load rate on groceries 
the Iowa Railroad Commissioners seek to 
create the impression that the change would 
be in the interest of Chicago and St. Louis 
dealers only, and that they are opposing it on 
behalf of the people of their State. In fact, 
the Iowa Commissioners argue against the 
interest of their own constituents and make 
themselves attorneys for a tew jobbers located 

in the larger towns of the State who as su- 
perfluous middlemen simply increase the 

final cost to the consumer of the goods they 

handle. The policy of the Iowa Commis- 


to the favored few has not been unanimously 
favored by that board heretofore, but on sev- 
eral occasions was vigorously combated by 
Commissioner Anderson, whose term of 
office has unfortunately expired. Mr. Ander- 
son’s opinions stand, however, on the records 
of the board as a complete and sweeping con- 
demnation of the position taken by the 
majority. 

In 1883 Commissioner Anderson dissented 
from the ruling of the Iowa board-and pro- 
tested against an act of flagrant and unjust 
discrimination in an opinion which still 
stands unanswered. The majority of the 
board held that a furniture dealer who 
shipped many car-loads was entitled to a less 
rate than one who shipped a smaller number, 
thus extending discrimination far beyond the 
car-load unit and giving it no limit except the 
caprice of railroad managers. They said, 
with rather remarkable candor: 


It is probable that the discrimination, for 
such it is, that has built up the jobbing inter- 
est is in violation of correct economic princi- 
ples, and that the business might and should 
be done at the great centres of trade like New 
York, Philadeiphia, Baltimore, New Orleans, 
St. Louis, and Chicago. 

Yet they were willing to sustain the vio- 
lation of correct economic principles” sim- 
ply because the injustice had been established 
as a system, and were unwilling to crush it 
out on account of the vested rights of private 
individuals in continuing a public wrong. 
Commissioner Anderson dissented from this 
singular view in a strong opinion, holding 
that the car-load rate was the proper unit for 
furniture shipments, and that all shippers 
were entitled to the same rate when offering 
freight of the same kind, in the same class, 
in the same line of business. Mr. Anderson 
said: 

If the wholesale dealer or large shipper gets 
concessions over the retail dealer or small 
shipper, a greater wholesale dealer or still 
larger shipper will in turn get still other con- 
cessions over the wholesale dealer of limited 
means, and it is only a question of time when 
the survival of the strongest will have been 
accomplished and monopoly— most hateful 
and hurtful to everybody save its proprietors— 
finally established amidst the wreck of the 
smali-fisted dealers who did not do business 
sufficient to secure the cheap rate. How long 
under this policy would it take to put the job- 
bing and any Other business in this country in 
the hands of a few men in each line of trade 


that the railway manager had singled out for 
favorit rates? 


The position taken by the Iowa board two 
years ago explains their present attitude to- 
ward the car-load rate. When the car-load 
rate stands in the way of discrimination they 
pay no attention to it; they hold that the 
shipper of many car-loads may obtain ad- 
vantage over the shipper of one, and thus re- 
fuse to recognize the car-load principle 
among large dealers, while they apply it in 
the strictest form to the ‘‘ small-fisted deal- 
er” who ships less than acar-load. In the 
light of the decision in the Merrill & Keeney | 
case it can be seen how much consistency and 
sound reasoning there is back of the Commis- 
sioners’ present opposition to the abolition of 
the special car-load rate to grocery jobbers. 
It iggnot surprising that Mr. Anderson’s dis- 
sent in the Merrill & Keeney case commanded 
strong popular approval, and it is a matter of

An Austrian 
officer who is serving on the general staff of 
the Servian army said Saturday: “At last 
the army is getting what it has long needed—a 
feild day.”

A DARING BURGLARY.

AN INDIANA STREIT BOARDING-HOUSE EN- 
TERED IN BROAD DAYLIGHT. 

A daring and sensational burglary was com- 
mitted by a tall, masked man between 10 and 
II o’clock yesterday morning at the boarding- 
house at No. 341 East Indiana street, kept by 
Mrs. Minnie Matteson. Mrs. Matteson's board- 
ers, most of whom are young men, 
were all down-town at work and _ there 
Were only Mrs. Matteson, Miss Osborne? 
and an old lady in the house. The house is a 
two-story and high basement brick building on 
the north side of the street, near Pine. The 
front door was standing ajar, and it is sup- 
posed by the women that the thief got in 
through it and tiptoed wp the thickly-padded 
and carpeted stairway to the second story. 
Miss Osborne had just entered the room occu- 
died by Henry Crawford, who left the house at 
8, and was horrified to see standing a 
few feet in front of her a burglar over six 
feet high, with a mask made of a white hand- 
kerchief with eyeholes and mouth and nose 
punctures init. Uttering a piercing scream 
she staggered back and almost feli down the 
stairs. Mrs. Matteson also got sight of the 
burglar, and her screams wore thrown in for 
ohorus. But as they looked at the desperate 
burglar smoke filled the room and flames blazed 
up from one of the beds. The burglar had set 


fire to the house to make his escape in the 


confusion that he knew would follow. Mrs 
Matteson rushed wildly out to the neur 
est firealarm vox to turn in an alarm 
and frightened Miss Osborne let the desperate 
thief escape through the front door. She sup- 
be went out that way, but was too much 
frightened to watch him. Mrs. Jenkins, a 1 
headed woman who lives across the street, 
hearing the screaming and cries of fire, rushed 
into the bidzing room and soon put 
out the fire with buckets of water. The fire- 
men came pell-mell when too late to be of any 
service, and the police did not come at all. 
Examining the premises, Mrs. Matteson dis- 
covered that all the sieeping-rooms in the 
house had been entered. The burglar had 
searched Mrs. Matteson's room first and passed 
by her case of jeweils without taking anything. 
evidently being in search of money and 
nothing else. Henry Crawford's wardrobe 
closet was opened, and here the burglar 
bad met with better success, having taken 
a $20-bill and a $5-bill from his vest pocket. 
Mrs. Matteson’s wardrobe was also ransacked, 
but the burglar took notumg from her. Miss 
Osborne said he was a very tall man, quite 
beavy set, with a deep bass voice, and when he 
spoke he made her tremble. The mattress, 
footboard, and quilts of one bed were badly 
burned.

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Rosenfeld’s “Black Hussar” an 
do“ — Three Styles in Music 
Compared.

The audience that left the Chicago Opera- 
House last evening went away with the music 
in their hearts of a simple song, the refrain of 
which they will carry into their daily lives. 
And with that air will linger the memory of a 
sad story not to be lost in the din of the city’s 
streets or in the turmoil of the busy day. The 
stage reflecta human nature in many turbulent 
and many tragic phases; but it is a relief at 
times to turn to some peaceful picture which 
contrasts all that is sweet in life 
with all that is ard in destiny.

-“*Harebeli—The Man o' Airlie,“ is one of those 


dramas appealing so directly to the sensibilities 
through the softening mist of poetry that time 
has robbed it of none of its sweetness or pa- 
thos; and itis as grateful now to the younger 
generation of playgoers as it is to those who 
witnessed it years ago. Like the later works 
of Mr. Willis, it is suffused with the glow of a 
warm imagination, and is dramatic becaure 
with all its reflective tone the action is bur- 
dened by no superfiuities and marred by no 
straining for effect. In restoring the piece to 
the stage Mr. Barrett gives pleasure to all lov- 
ers of the theatre and affords the public a 
chance to see him in one of his least artificial, 
and, therefore, most winuing roles. 

In the earlier scenes one liked the actor best, 
where, as the homespun poet from the High- 
lands, be entered the mansion of his wealthy 
friends, bringing with bim the frankness, the 
symplicity, and the trustfulness of his happy 
home. The vanity bere that permits itself to 
be so easily flattered is as touching in its 
naturalness as the generosity which responds 
80 readily to a concocted tale of wo. In the 
second act Harebell is seen in his cottage with 
his wife and child, where he is awaiting 
tidings of the manuscript which, with his little 
tortune, he has intrusted to a false friend. 
The interior is quite charming and complete; 
and the eye takes in with appreciation the 
roses clambering up at tne latticed window, 
the open fireplace with ite cheery warmth, the 
old bookcase, the cupboard, even the candle- 
sticks and the dishes. Harebell's merry greet- 
ing or his wife and child is ingenuous and true. 
The actor, moreover, contrives to preserve the 
indefinable air of one who, though bappy, is 
not born for happiness, and whose joy is 
touching because of the grief which its inten- 
sity presages. While the poet is sitting at his 
fireside he hears the children coming from 
school and singing one of his own songs. The 
fresh voices come nearer and nearer until the 
little ones, crowding about the casement, fling 
flowers to their laureate. It is after this epi- 
sode that the news comes of the loss which 
forces husband and wife to seek a livelihood in 
the city. In the third act, where Harebell ap- 
pears after the death of his wife, Mr. Barrett 
impressed one as theatrical and somewhat 
strained, but this impression was more than 
removed by the sincerity 
the last scene of all. Many years are 
supposed to bave passed, and the villagers 
assemble to unveil a monument to James 
Harebell, when an aged, ragged form ap- 
proaches through the jeers of the crowd. At 
the foot of the monument the poet dies wh:le 
the song that the children sung years before at 
his casement is lifted once more, and upon its 
current his spirit drifts away. It was the 
story of a life like this which inspired a m 
written some time ago, the last lines of which 
are singularly applicable to the closing scene 
of The Man o' Airlie”:

THE GRAND— “ CZAR AND ZIMMERMANN.” 
The performance of Lortzing’s Czar and 
Zimmerman by the Thalia company was an 
excellent performance all around. The best 
thing about it, perhaps, was the heartiness of 
it, ‘the genuinely serio-comic manner in which 
the work was played. The musicis elsewhere 
spoken of. it is easy, melodious, and not 
without a good, honest, German cleverness as 
to the orchestration. The cast of principals

THE COLUMBIA—“THE BLACK HUSSAR.’’ 

The McCaull company opened Sunday night 
at the Columbia with Mr. Sydney Rosenfeld’s 
perversion of Milléicker’s Feldprediger, un- 
der the title of The Black Hussar.” The 
work, as is well known, is one of the finest 
light operas produced in Germany for many 
years. Its musie is vigorous, pieasing, ex- 
pressive, and quite modern intone. The orig- 
inal book of the opera is romantic, full of live- 
ly and well-managed situations. The comedy 
element in it 1s sufficiently abundant for those 
not completely demoralized by. the American 
farce-comedy craze. The music this work 
is well sung and well played by MeCaull 
company, but the dramatic element 4s hope- 
lesly vuigarized by Mr. Sydney Rosenfeld’s al- 
leged comedy,“ which is put in from every 
quarter tor the purpose of making a laugh.

CLAIMS AGAINST THE SAGINAW. 


Some very mteresti questions of admiralty 
law were decided by Judge Blodgett in the numer- 
ous intervening petitions which have been filed 
aguinst the stmr Saginaw, and the drift of the rul- 
ings was to very considerably enlarge the limit of 
What are to be inciuded in maritime liens. Tne 
Saginaw was a steamer which came here from De- 
troit last summer, and engaged in making excur- 
sions to Evanston, South Park, the Crib, South 
Chicago, and elsewhere as desired. The season 
proved disastrous and she was libeled and sold for 
$5,500-a short time ago. There are some $10,000 of 
claims against her, including those from Detroit 
which have been filed here. Among those proved 
up and asked to be allowed as a maritime 
lien was one of William Nevans for $207 for music 
furnished by Nevans’ Band on the excursions. The 
Judge said this was a novel claim, but under the 
circumstances, for a vessel.engaged in the business 
in which the Saginaw was employed, he thought it 
should be included under the head of supplies and 
paid like any other claim of the same kind. The 
purpose of baving musicians was to make the boat 
attractive and draw custom, and they were as nec- 
essary as waiters or cabin-boys, and would come 
within the provision of the statute relating to 
“seamen and other employés.”’ Then J. B. Jeffery 
& Co. and the Blakely Printing Company wanted 
to be allowed their bills for printing, and the Judge 
liberally allowed them aiso as supplies. The Judge 
sagaciousiy remarked that printers’ ink was as nec- 
essary an item in the success of excursion steamers 
as coal or Captains. Encouraged by this ruling, 
T. B. Mattison putin a claim of $114 for cigars fur- 
nished, to be sold on the boat. The Judge, bhow- 
ever, who is not a lover of the fragrunt weed, 
failed to see that tobacco was a necessity even ona 
pleasure trip, and ruled the claim out. Another 
claim of interest was that of E. H. Hanford of $330 
for dockage and damages to his business by ob- 
structing the lights of his warehouse facing the 
river near Clark street bridge. The Juage heid the 
claim would not be allowed. The city ordinances 
provided that parties owning land along the river 
must leave a space tive feet for a passage- way. and 
they held their property subject to the rights of 
vessels navigating the river. A veasel bad a right 
to tie up at a wharf when notin use, or to anchor 
in the river near a dock, even if it did cut off the 
light from a neighboring buiiding. The river was 
a common highway for al) vessels, and adjoining 
property-owners held title subject to such right. 
Capt. Mitchell filed a claim for $1,000 due him un- 
der a contract for a season’s services, but the jury 
only adowed him $470, the pro rata for the time he 
had worked. The jury also decreed that the ciaims 
of 1885 should be paid before those of 1884, and as 
there was a doubt as to whether the vessel’s home 
port was Chicago or Detroit he directed that the 
ereditors of both places should stand on an equal 
Tooting.

Armed with this 
affidavit, the detective re.urned to Cleveland. 
But this, it is said, did not shake Capt. Lacy’s 
faith m the woman of bis choice, and the wed- 
ding was only staid by the pending divorce 
proceedings. Then the detective visited Joliet 
again and induced Carey to accompany him to

THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 
DR. LORIMER ELECTED PRESIDENT—HE WILL 
CONSIDER IT—THE MINISTERS PLEASED. 

At the meeting of the Board ot Trustees of 
the Chicago University yesterday at the Grand 
Pacific the Rev. Dr. George C. Lorimer, pastor 
of the Immanuel Baptist Church, was uoan- 
imously elected President of the university. 
In response to bis election Dr. Lorimer, who is 
also a member of the board, expressed his 
gratitude for the honor conferred upon him by 
its action, which be said he esteemed a bigher 
mark of confidence than if he had been calied 
to the Presidency of a well endowed and 
equipped institution. It was a matter 
of such gravity, and so many con- 
siderations were to be taken into 
account, that he must ask for time to weigh 
his action before déciding, but he would give 
his answer at the next meeting of the board, 
two weeks hence. 

The reorganizatiop of the board was O- 
pleted by the election of the Rev. Dr. W. 
Lawrence of the Second Baptist Church as Sec- 
retary. H. A. Rust was authorized to confer 
with President De Witt of the Union Mutual 
Life-Insurance Company of Maine on bebaif of 
the trustees during the visit of the latter in 
this city this week regarding the mortgage 
held by his company on the property of 
the university. A committee was also ap- 
pointed to tearm all the indebtedness of the in- 
stitution, in order that its finances might be 
straightened out. 

At the weekly meeting of the Baptist minis- 
ters yesterday morning, at the Grand Pacific, 
the following resolution was introduced by the 
Rev. C. Perren: 

Believing that education is the handmaid. of 
religion, and that no geographical point on this 
continent is more important as an educational 
centre, and believing that God in His providence 
intended that we, as a denomination, should have 
a controling intiuence in the work of the Chicago 
University, we most deeply regret the disasters 
that have overtaken it. Believing that its sal- 
vation is possibile under a wise and courageous 
leader, and believing that the Rev. Dr. George C. 
Lorimer would prove such a leader, we, therefore, 
most earnestly recommend the trustees of the uni- 
versity to secure his services as President if possi- 
ble, and we pledge ourselves as a conference to 
sustain him in his administration. 

The resolution was seconded by the Rev. Dr. 
William Lawrence of the Second Baptist 
Church, who took occasion to speak in a very 
laudatory and feeling manner of Dr. Lorimer 
and nis work for the Baptist denomination. 
Dr. Lorimer briefiy thanked the conference 
tor the confidence they bad expressed in the 
resolution. It was the first official notification 
he nad received that his services as President 
of the university were desired. If the invita- 
tion was extended to him by the trustees his 
church would bave much to sayin determin- 
ing his acton. His duty to them was first. He 
then withdrew from the room, and the resolu- 
tion was enthusiastically carried. The belief 
was expressed that the trustees at their meet- 
ing this afternoon would be unanimous in their 
invitation to Dr. Lorimer to accept the Presi- 
dency of the university.

FREIGHT DISCRIMINATION. 
A MOVEMENT ON FOOT TO PROTECT CHICAGO

THE CRIMINAL COURT. 
ONE YEAR FOR ROBBERY. 

Arthur Seymour, publisher of the Living 
Church, ‘an Episcopalian Church paper, was 
the prosecuting witaess yesterday in the trial 
of Joseph Gorman before Judge Shepard for 
robbery. Mr. Seymour is a member of the 
Union Club. and a friend dined with him at the 
club-rooms the evening of Sept. 2.

While wan- 
dering along that narrow street wit- 
ness was found by Gorman, who ‘held him 
up and robbed him of his watch. The jury 
found Gorman guilty and fixed his penaity at 
one year in the penitentiary. 

GIVEN TEN YEARS. 

Some of the occupants of No. 10 Park row 
fought a battle with a burglar at 3 a. m. the 
morning of Aug. 80 last. The housebreaker 
dealt Thompson, a white-headed boarder, a 
blow with a chair, and Harry Palmer, à re- 
porter, shot the feliow. through the side as he 
swung himself from the porch. Before day- 
light the same morulng John Williams, a col- 
ored man 42 years old, came to St. Luke's Hos- 
pital wounded.

The envelope 
when opened was found to contain nothing but 
oblong squares of paper, cut the exact size of 
bank bills, the seals of the package» being per- 
fectly intact, and a letter from the consignor 
found ins de, advising the consignee of the 
transmission of the money. 

Mr. W. W. Chandler, Chicago agent of the 
Adams Express Company, said yesterday that 
the office at Fort Wayne was occupied jointly 
by the Adams and American Companies. The 
Chippewa Falis office, where the package in 
question was sent trom, is run entirely by the 
latter company, ana it. therefore, is responsi- 
bie only for the loss of ‘the money if n should 
be found that it disappeared during the jour- 
ney. While expressing sympathy for the 
losers, whoever they ure, Mr. Chandler said 
the American Company, as well as the one 
with which he is identified, made a point of 
sifting such affairs as this to the bottom, no 
matter what expense the investigation en- 
tailed, and the culprits in the case he thought 
stood a very small chance of gettmg away with 
their booty.

CRUSHED TO DEATH. 

IN THE COURSE OF REPAIRS AT THE PANORAMA 
THE PLATFORM FALLS AND KILLS A WORK- 
MAN. 

An aecident occurred yesterday afternoon 
about 4:30 o’clock in the panorama building 
on the corner of Wabash avenue and Hubbard 
court, The Siege ot Paris,“ lately on exh? 
bition, had been removed, and preparations 
were being made to put in a new picture. The 
juterior platform was being raised on screws. 
Three men A. Everden, Fred de Hertel, and 
John Julian—were at work underneath it. 
Everden noticed the supports sway and heard 
the timbers crack. He shouted to warn his 
fellows and rusbed from under the toppling 
structure. De Hertel followed him, but 
Julian, the third man, 
moment more the screws. gave way, and 
the platform, a mass of heavy iroa and 
wood, fell to the ground crushing Julian be- 
neath it. A telephone message was sent to 
Harrison Street Station, and a patrol-wagon re- 
sponded. A few moments’ work brought to 
light the body of the victim of the. accident. 
He lay near the northern edge of the circular 
platform, a heavy beam across his breast. 
Death had probably been instantaneous. Julian 
was a carpenter, living on Thirty-seventn 
street, near Cottage Grove avenue. He was 


about 45 years of age and a married man. His 


tellow-workmen knew little of bim, as he bad 
only been employed among them for seven or 
eight days. 

The manager of the panorama says that the 
work of raising the platform was intrusted to 
E. M. Everden, a carpenter and builder whose 
shop is at No. 48 Hubbard court. The screwa, 
jacks, and supports were supplied by him, and 
he engaged the workmen. The platform, al- 
ready twenty feet bich, was to be raised two 
feet. It is supposed that one of the ecrews 
sunk, bringing an unusual weight to bear on 
insecurely

A QUARRELSOME FARMER ASSAULTS A 
NEIGHBOR WITH A KNIFE AND 18 KILLED 


WITH TWO BLOWS FROM A SHOVEL. 


Sroux City, Ia., Oct. 26.—[Special.]—Yester- 
day morning A. J. Alt, a young farmer about 


29 years of age, living in Concord Township, 


Woodbury County, about ten miles to the 
northwest of this city, was killed by William

A Case Where the Law Does Not Do 


Justiee Record of Judgments 
and New Suits. 


A case which {llustrates forcibly the inequity of 
the law was decided yesterday morning. The 
plaintiff was William Morgan, who charged that 
some time ago he was owner of a stock of goods 
worth $12,000, on which he owed $6,000. Among 
his creditors was W. P. Ellison, to whom he owed 
$2,900, but only $740 was due at that time. While 


the other creditors of Morgan should 
take steps to enforce their claims. Ellison. how 
ever, promised to make no use of the note before 
the debt became due except in case of emergency. 


Notwithstanding this agreement he entered up 


judgment the very next day, seized Morgan’s stock 


and sold it for $3,000, and Morgan sued for damages 
and breach of contract. In spite of ali these facts 


showing such a wrong done, the Judge held on de- 


murrer that Morgan had no cause of action. It 
was a familiar rule ot law that parol evidence 
could not be introduced to vary a written contract, 


and that when there was a written contract show- 


ing the understanding of the parties all conversa- 
tions prior to auu leading up to it were to be 
deemed to be merged therein. The most that could 


be said was that Ellison had broken his 
promise, but the promise was not put into 
writing. Morgan made the great mistake of trust- 
ing in the promise and not having it reduced to 


writing. The demurrer would have to be over- 
ruled. 

Mrs. Morgan also sued Ellison for alleged breach 
of contract in not turning over to her the goods of 
her husband he had seized, and allowing her to sell 
them and keep all they brought over the amount 


due him. The Judge held on demurrer that this 
declaration was good and allowed it to stand. 


A BROKER'S RESPONSIBILITY. 
The case of D. F. van Liew against E. L. Brewster 


& Co., involving a rather novel question of com-~- 
mercial law, is on trial before Judge Rogers. In 
January, 1884, Van Liew bought of the defendants 


100 shares of Denver & Rio Grande stock for about 


$2.400, paying $1,900 down end agreeing to pay the 
remainder at a certain time. Before he did so, 
however, the stock depreciated and his brokers 
sold it out for $600, claiming that the $1,900 was 
margins, and that they had been wiped out by the 
decline. Van Liew, however, insisted that he 


bought the stock outright and not on margins, and 


after their refusing to give him the stock or re- 
fund his $1,900, he gave notice that he would re- 


scind the sale, and sued them for the cash paid. 
After the plaintiff's prima facie case was in, the 


defendants moved to strike out all the evidence on 
the ground that the action should have been in 
trover for wrongful conversion of the stock, or 
with a special count setting out the particular 


facts, The Judge overruled the motion, and the 


defendant went on to introduce evidence to show 
how the stock was bought. The trial will be re- 
sumed today. 


A QUEER BOARD OF TRADS TRANSACTION. 


1 Judge Gary. is hearing: the dae of Thomas 


Wheeler against. Michael byrne of La Salle, to re- 
cover on a $3,000 note given in payment of some 
deals onthe Board of Trade. It seems that prior 
to September, 1883, Byrne had been dealing on the 


board through George Parker & Co., and had sev- 


eral hundred dollars to his credit. He thea went 
into May wheat rather heavily and deposited $1,000 
as margins, and also a note made by himself for 
$3,000.

A REMINDER OF THE WHISKY RING, 


In the two suits of the United States against 
Mersereau and the Lake Shore Distilling Company, 


to collect the amount of two assessments made 
by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue in the 


halcyon days of the whisky ring, the defendants 
yesterday filed some additional pleas before Judge 
Blodgett. In the first two they deny that the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue had any 


knowledge of the facts which he alleges as a basis 


for the assessments, and had no power to make an 


assessment except on knowledge. Third, that the 
defendants never removed from the place where 


they were distilled any such spirits as were speci- 
fled in the assessment. Fourth, that no such spir- 


its ever existed. Fifth, that they performed all 


the obligations set forth in the bond; and sixth, 
that the suits, though nominally on an assessment, 
were in fact to collect a penalty for alleged wrong- 
doing, and therefore were barred, ds by Sec. 1,047 
of the Revised Statutes suits for penalties were 
barred by the statute of limitations at the expira- 
tion of five years.
